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SUMMARY 


This  army  barracks  is  located  adjacent  to 
the  western  side  of  the  Kaliningrad/Lugovoye 
Airfield,  3 kilometers  (km)  east  of  Kaliningrad 
Army  Barracks  Rozen,  and  8 km  southeast  of 
the  center  of  Kaliningrad  (Figure  1). 

This  installation  covers  approximately  500 
acres  and  contains  14  barracks,  3 administra- 
tion buildings,  4 vehicle/equipment  storage 
buildings,  3 vehicle/equipment  maintenance 
buildings,  10  storage  buildings,  8 support  build- 
ings, 2 wheeled- vehicle  driver- training  areas,  2 
small-arms  ranges,  an  obstacle  course,  a 6-gun 
AAA  site,  an  athletic  field,  a parade  field,  a 

DESCRIPTION  OF 

Railroad  Service 

The  Kaliningrad-Gvardeysk  rail  line  passes 
adjacent  to  the  driver-training  course  located  in 
the  southern  portion  of  the  area.  A possible 
off-loading  point  is  located  in  Area  A. 

Road  Service 

Primary  and  secondary  roads  from  Kalinin- 
grad serve  both  the  airfield  and  the  army 
barracks. 

A ircraft  Landing  Strip 

Kaliningrad/Lugovoye  Airfield 

is  located  immediately  east  of  the  in- 
stallation. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  13  multistory  barracks,  1 
barracks/administration  building,  3 adminis- 
tration buildings,  3 large  vehicle /equipment 
storage  buildings  with  a court  in  tile  center 
(2  sides  300  by  60  feet  and  2 sides  120  by  60 


possible  amphibious  training  area,  and  3 areas 
of  unidentified  activity  (Figures  2 and  3). 

Eight  KEYHOLE  missions  of  interpretable 
quality  from  August  1961  to  July  1964  were 
used  in  preparing  this  report.  Comparative 
analysis  reveals  a high  level  of  usage  during 
the  summer  months,  but  very  limited  activity 
during  the  winter  months. 

No  major  changes  have  been  observed  at 
the  installation  itself;  however,  the  facilities 
around  the  installation  have  been  increased 
considerably.

Area  H is  an  old  fort.  Trackage  indicates 
that  there  is  some  type  of  activity  (possibly 
storage). 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area

Athletic  Fields 

Area  Ki  is  an  athletic  field. 

Area  K2  is  a probable  parade  field. 

Small- Arms  Firing  Ranges 

Area  LI  is  a 320-  by  120-foot  small- 
arms  range  which  does  not  appear  to  be  active. 

Area  L2  is  a 1,200-  by  170-foot  possible 
firing  range. 
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Driver-Training  Areas 

Area  Ml  contains  3 figure- 8 wheeled- 
vehicle  driver-training  courses  and  a rectan- 
gular driver-training  pattern. 

Area  M2  is  an  irregular-shaped  area  con- 
taining a probable  wheeled-  vehicle  driver-  train- 
ing area. 

Artillery  Emplacements  (Batteries) 

Area  Q is  a 6-gun  AAA  site.  Firing  posi- 
tions do  not  appear  active. 


■Special  Training  Facilities 

Area  Si  is  possibly  used  for  river  crossing- 
in  amphibious  training. 

Area  S2  is  a probable  obstacle  course. 
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
